A good start was made in the past with 
the improvement of the park and the construction of a 
complete system of sidewalks, but since then there has 


been inertia, Last year not a cent was spent on park up 
keep or improvement. 

An electrie light system is wanted badly. There are 
at present more than a dozen private lighting outfits 
manufacturing light, but these are expensive to operace 
and there should be one central system for the town. It 
but it would be worth it. There is also 
need for vigorous policy of tax collection. Men who have 
heen living coutinuously in the town for the past four 
years have paid no taxes at all. Naturally, this cripples 
the tewn’s finances, and it annoys the people who do pay 
their taxes regularly. 

Men who show enterprise in the running of their own 
business are the men who are wanted on the Council. The 
man who does business on the same lines as his grandfatli- 
er did before him is not a suitable man to run the affairs 
of a growing town. Hence we regret that there are not 
more vacancies on the Couneil at the present time, 


A WORD FOR OURSELVES 

Since resuming business here at the beginning of Feb- 
ruary, the management of the Standard has done its best 
to improve the quality of the Standard, typographically 
and otherwise.
